York for export, the Philadelphia Press 
says: "The rate of sterling exchange 
was below the gold exporting point, 
and, as is well known the visible 
foreign trade statistics do not warrant 
shipments." What is the matter, then? 
Is this the beignuing of an enterprise 
to deplete the treasury of gold so that 
the secretary of the treasury will have 
to sell bonds to get more to keep up 
the reserve? Business is dull. 
No new 


enterprises are springing 
up. 
The 


general tendency in commercial affairs 
is to curtail rather than to spread out. 
Profitable investments are very hard to 
find. Indeed, United States bonds are 
among the very few things iu which 
prominent 
people will invest, for, 


although the rate of interest seems 
low after the premium is paid, they 
are safe and exempt from taxation, 
The speculators who control the gold 
market— or, in other words, have com- 
mand over the only money of re- 
demption can get the bond investment 
in bulk and at first hand by reducing 
the gold in the treasury below the so- 
called reserve of one hundred millions, 
and the shouting "bloody murder" 
secanse the greenbacks will be repudi- 
ated unless they are buttressed with 
the yellow metal they have to sell 
back again. 
These "financiers" get 


their bond investment, and later by 
present ^in greenbacks get their gold 
back. 
In the long ruu they pay paper 


money for bonds that are issued to pro- 
cure gold for a treasury bulwark. This 
is an old stary, of course ; but the gold- 
ites are trying to work an old game, 
and it looks aa though they would suc- 
ceed.

to the cost, much less any other effort, 
how do these wise men who have had 
the running of. the water works busi- 
ness know it will cost too much money? 
They never think it cost too much to 


into the expense of thousands of 


our entire city's debt. 
Much bettor do 


the latter than continue the way wo 
are. 
Either soil the works or build a 


reservoir, which will out oft ]'nst ono- 
half the expense, and wo will always 
have plenty of good, clear water, no 
matter what the condition of the rivet 
is, with no such thing as stopping our 
industries to clean out the pipes, etc. 
The project of putting down wells iu 
suoh streams as the Ohio river have 
never been successful, and would be, 
if attempted, another useless expense. 
Hard water would be worse than the 
mud, and common sense should teach 
us that below the river bed we got 
nothing but hard water. 
Go to our 


neighb6ring cities where they have 
reservoirs—-Ashland, Maysville, Ohilli- 
oothe—and, see what the result is. 
Their works are paying good, fat divi- 
dends, and no stock for sale.

go 
dollars, as they have continually been 
doing in changing from one pumping 
system to another from year to year, 
the loss it has occasioned the consumers 
who depend on them for supplies, when 
the works are continually stopping. 
Over $100,000 has been thrown away 
by experiments, and today our works 
are not much better than they were 
twenty years ago, if as good. 
With a 


reservoir at the time tbe works were 
constructed, this city would have had 
all these years clear water'and a sure 
supply, and have saved enough money 
to have not only paid for the present 
plant, bus two or three more like it. 
You ask good old tax-paying citizens 
why this is thus and they will say, "I 
don't know." The trouble is that our 
citizens do not stop to think. 
They go 


on from year to year and forget, unless 
their attention is called to it, that the 
city water works have cost the city of 
Portsmouth enough money since they 
were built to have paid off, not only 
the city's debt, but that of the county 
included, and that they are no better 
off than the day they were turned over 
to the city, notwithstanding the debt 
has been increased §35,000 over what 
it was twenty-six years ago. We get 
today the same dirty, muddy water we 
did then, with all these so-called im- 
provements that hava cost them all the 
surplus, and the city all this time pay- 
ing the interest. 


Of course the claim is set up that the 


city has gotten its water free, while 
if the plant had been owned . by a 
private company, it would have cost 
them much more. 
Just think for one 


moment how foolish the remark is. 
It 


is hardly worth consideration, but it is 
the only excuse they offer. 
For one 


moment, consider how much water does 
the city consume? , Not as much in one 
year as the smallest manufacturing in- 
dustry in the city. The water used to 
sppply the boilers at the works them- 
selves consume more water than all the 
other city's use. 
We have one or two 


fires a year,-on an average, and that is 
the only time the city consumes water 
to any extent. 
Cities where water 


works are owned-by individual com- 
panies of late years.j.are wise enough 
that in consideration of granting the 
free franchise to provide that the city 
shall be furnished water free for all 
city purposes. 
We have it from a re- 


liable source that a company could be 
formed within thirty days that would 
agree to buy our works at a good, big, 
round price and qgree to furnish the 
city water free for the 
franchise. 


Hadn't we better consider this a little, 
taxpayers? Or shall we go on and on, 
getting muddy water, with stoppage 
every few days to clean out, and pay 
out all, and more, for useless improve- 
ments and interest, or sell the works to 
a company with 
proper 
restrictions, 


free water to the city, etc., and pay off 
from the proceeds of the sale almost

The Majority Petition. 


Martha R. Almy of Jamestown, N. 


Y., when asked her views on the "ma- 
jority petition," ill a manner positive 
and firm replied: 


"From the time when Margaret Breut 


Mked to vote in the Maryland assembly, 
Jan. 21, 1647-8, to the present day the 
women of America have been asking 
for a voice in government. "When all 
legitimate arguments against the grant- 
ing of their reasonable requests have 
failed, they have been met with the 
inane apology that when a majority of 
women want to vote the suffrage will 
be conferred upon them. 


4' Since the right of petition is the 


only political right which a disfran- 
chised class enjoys the inference is that 
the prerequisite 
to 
enfranchisement 


should be a petition signed by a major- 
ity of all the women of the state. 


"I-deny the right of any person or 


power to demand such a test as a ma- 
jority petition. The declaration of in- 
dependence does uot say, \Ve hold these 
truths to be self evident, that when nil 
men, or a majority of them, shall ask 
for their inalienable lights they shall 
receive them. It says that all men are 
created equal and endowed by their 
Creator with certain inalienable rights, 
and that to secure these rights govern- 
ments are instituted. 


'If this time honored instrument sets 


forth any one supreme proposition of 
which all others are but corollaries, it 
is the statement- that governments aro 
instituted to secure rights. 


"The theory seems to be growing 


alarmingly prevalent iii these latter 
days that the government should confer 
rights, and that only when the demand 
is so strong that it can no longer safely 
withhold them. If this be true, Colum- 
bia is no better than old King John. In 
all the pages of history, ancient or mod- 
ern, thero is not recorded an instance 
where a determinant majority of uii- 
recogiiized persons ever asked for an ex- 
tension of rights or privileges. 


"A volume would not contain the rec- 


ord of instances in the world's history 
where an active, aggressive minority 
has demanded an extension of rights 
and privileges and received them. The 
whole story of the evolution of liberty 
is but an illustrated sequence of exam- 
ples where the few have asked and the 
many received. To confine ourselves to 
our own country, we should never have 
had a Decaration of Independence if it 
had been necessary to have a majority 
of the colonists declare for it. The ma- 
jority, and especially the wealthy peo- 
ple in colonial days, thought it better to 
endure the ills they had than to rim the 
risk of others which they knew uot of. 
At one time during the Revolutionary 
war there were twice as many Ameri- 
cans in arms against the cause of inde- 
pendence as there were in the American 
army. The loyalists in this country al- 
ways claimed that they were in the 
majority. In Now York state originally 
only freeholders voted. Did the poor 
man unanimously petition for the fran- 
chise? Did the poor black man in the 
state of New York in 1846 unanimous- 
ly or in any determinant, majority peti- 
tion for the franchise? Did Abraham 
Lincoln insist upon a majority petition 
from the slaves before signing the eman- 
cipation proclamation? Did the negroes 
in the south in the days of reconstruc- 
tion circulate a petition to find out how 
many wanted to vote? 


"If a majority test is to be required, 


the logic of tho situation demands that 
it be a majority of citizens, both meu 
and women."—New York Tribune.

E. Tatham of the United States coast 
survey. 


/The American party goes by way of 
Chicago and St. Paul to Seattle, 
where a steamer for Sitka will be 
taken on May 29. Prince Luigi pro- 
poses to reach San Francisco early in 
June and to go from there to Tacoma, 


, -where he will take a steamer for Yaka- 
tat bay, which he calculates reaching 
about June 25, afterward by boat and 
sleigh, crossing the glaciers and moun- 
tains to the foot of Mount St. Blias. 


The prince will be accompanied by 


several thoroughly experienced Alpine 
guides, and he expects to return to 
Italy the beginning of October.
